Initial License Type

Teacher preparation program completers generally receive one of two types of initial license:
Apprentice or Transitional. The Apprentice license is a full license, valid for five years, and renewable.
The Transitional license is a provisional license issued at the request of a local education agency.
Transitionally licensed teachers complete licensure requirements while employed. The Transitional
license is issued for one year and may only be renewed twice. Transitional license candidates must hold
a Bachelor’s degree; however, the degree might have been conferred by an institution other than the
educator preparation provider recommending the candidate for licensure. To receive either an
Apprentice or Transitional license, an individual must hold a bachelor’s degree from a regionally-
accredited university and have demonstrated competency in the subject matter for which the candidate

is seeking licensure.

In addition, Tennessee requires all teacher candidates seeking
licensure take the Principles of Learning and Teaching (PLT) exam and specific content area exams.
